"The struggle of the past fifty years 
between nationalism and inter-na- 
tionalism In the political sphere, 
which has ended with the triumph 
of the latter, will be replaced dur- 
ing the noNt half-century by a 
struRcle 'between nationalism and In- 
tcr-natlonalism in the economic 
sphere", said Mr- Vernon B^rtlett in 
an address entitled "The Influence of 
Economics on International Politics" 
at tho People's Korum last evening. 

Vernon Bartlett, London represen- 
tative of tho League of Nations Se- 
cretariat since 192:, covered the Paris 
Peace Conference for Iteulcr'a Agency 
and later was special correspondent 
of the London "Times" in Kwitzcr- 
land and Home- , In addition to lila 
regular newspaper and :n'igazlne 
contributions, Mr. Bartlett has writ- 
ten "Behind the Scenes at the Peace 
Conference" and has collaborated 
with It. O. Sheriff in turning hla play 
"Journey's End" into a novel. 
Future Struss'** Economic 

••The struggle of the future", naid 
Mr. Bartlett, "will be less ovor things 
of the spirit and more ovor things 
economic. Future ecominii'; war.s 
will attempt to hc.ure markets for 
finished goods rather than for tour'.i.'.s 
of . raw materials. The increasing 
importance of ei.-onomics lias been 
due to progress in communication. 
It is difficult for us to realize that 
only twenty-one years ago Bleriot 
flew the Channel. , ^ 

"The ultimate aim of economists is 
the abolition of national tariffs of a 
world-wide economic union. Tho es- 
tablishment of- a United States of 
Europe has recently . been regarded 
by many people as the first step in 
thai direction. 

"Last year, following the opening 
of the Bank of International Settle- 
ments, Brland issued his memoran- 
dum on the United Statea of l^urope. 
All the governments agreed th-it the 
scheme was not to stir up rivalry 
between the continents and that it 
was to be under the Juilsdlcilon of

E. Fcllowes Points Out Dif- 
ference Between l^Iodern 
Music Mid Madrigals . 

".My work would bo futile, If my 
investigations were only of a historic 
significance." said Dr. Edmund 11 
Followes, In It lecture on Tudor 'inrt 
inilzabcthan Music, given Saturday 
cvenlns In I ho Moyse Hall. Ho point- 
ed ont thill the nuislo of that period 
WHS of roniniknlilo bniiily, but tlint 
faulty editing In tho later editions, 
and lack of proper intcrprctiitlun had 
almost lost this trcasuro to the 
world. 

Dr. FellowoH hns spent Ills lU'o In- 
vpstip.iting the music of Tudor times 
and has dlscovfrotl much of InlcrrHt 
in tho realms of history and of liter- 
ature, as well ns in his own field. 

The Elizabethan period was (he 
Golden Ago of English literature, and 
was also a period of groat adven- 
turous entcrpl.scs," he said, "it Is 
little known that KiiBlaiul was su- 
premo in the realm of music in- that 
day, even above Italy. This .hOH 
been proven true, so that the ''hig- 
lish madrigals, which are a pi^oduct 
of this |>erIod,' were the best to be 
found In Europe. 

Madrigals Not Understood 

"Madrlgiils have long been looked 
upon as uninteresting compositions, 
but this has been through a lack of 
understanding them. Madrigals are 
primarily songs, composed In the 
vernacular for singers In various 
parts, without accompaniment." Dr. 
Fellowes drew a vivid picture of the 
possible manner in which one of 
these madrigals might have been 
composed. Ho visualised a country 
manor and the people living In It, 
and showed that their evening re- 
creation after supper was not a game' 
of cards nor of dice, but rather took 
the form of part singing. '•I'eoi)iu 
regarded an ability to read music at 
sight as a neces.sary adjunct to .in 
educated person. This made such

STUDENTS are afraid to assert tliem- 
selves, declared one of our professors 
in a lectui*c the other day. They are much 
too timid to criticise the professors, and 
their abilities. "A few years back," he 
sand, "if they disapproved, .students used 
to raise the devil, and make it quite un- 
comfortable for some of us." 

This same professor believes that stu- 
dents are just as capable of choosing the 
right professors, as is the governing body, 
The thing is that students have never 
tried. In his opinion students would make 
no worse blunders from a list of references 
and recommendations than do 'the powers 
that be' at the present time. 

With whicli we agree. So often we are 
dissatisfied with courses, with the method 
of lecturing, or witli the ability of certain 
professors, but are much too afraid to 
complain to official circles, because of pos- 
sible consequences. Perhaps the lack of 
success Willi individual criticism in recent 
years has helped to give us this timidity. 

Harvard has set the noble example of 
a good remedy by printing a list of courses 
at the beginning of the term, with short 
c-risp comments. If a course is good, it is 
recommended; if one is poor, the report 
says so. At once the question arises: But 
is the student a competent judge? Yes, 
most emphatically, we answer, for is he 
not the one who is taking the courses? It 
may be argued again that the student 
does not know what is good for him',, but 
after all it must be admitted that what he 
finds worthwhile, he will benefit from; 
what he finds unprofitable and unpleasant 
is worth next to nothing. 

The sour grapes attitude about certain 
courses after college days are over will do 
nothing to improve the .iituation; neither 
will uncomplimentary remarks behind a 
professor's back be of any use. \ Talking 
will not better conditions, unless the per- 
sons concerned are addressed. The best 
way to help cure some of the defects is, in 
our opinion, to follow Harvard's example, 
and turn out a candid book of information. 

Such a method of correcting evils, 
however drastic for a conservative univer- 
sity like McGill, would make our profes- 
sors much more alert, and would direct our 
criticism in channels which would have

The Memorial Service' 

yESTEKDAY McGill paused for a moment 
i to honoi- the memory of those in close 
connection with the university who have 
died during the past year. Some were stu- 
dents in the first blush of youth; others, 
graduates of long and Ijigh standing in 
their professions; others again were pro- 
fessors, much loved by the students with 
whom they came into contact and held in 
high esteem by their colleagues. 

It seems, however, that we, as under- 
graduates are more deeply touched by the 
deaths which occur among our own number 
than by those in the ranks of older men. In 
youth, death is a fai'-away conception and 
/Seldom comes home to us with any force 
iinless some near relative or friend dies. 
Jo look aiound the class thinking that to^ 
morrow any one of these, our close friends, 
may lie a corpse is a mental feat beyond 
the powers of most of us. 

But, last year four undergraduates 
were called by death and their class-mates, 
unable to believe that a familiar face was 
gone forever, could not quite realize them 
dead. Neil Buckley, Frederick William 
Oulton, John Joseph Pratt and Margaret 
Stuart Smith were at McGill preparing 
themselves for an estate which they were 
fated never to reacl*î but while with us 
they established themselves as loyal com- 
^•ades and sincere students. They died 
young, but their few years were spent in 
the best part of life and the troi^bles and 
woes which come later remain unknown to 
them. 

Death has taken also ■'^ some of our 
ablest graduates and several honored mem- 
bers of the teaching staff, but although the 
ftudenj; b.ody sincerely regrets their pass-

SUCCESS AND GRADES 

Bringing up tho never-ending discussion about 
tho relation between grades throughout one's edu- 
cational course and success in later life, there aro 
varying opinlon.s cqneornlng this relation.

That is probably true enough as 
far as It goes, but such figures cannot take Into ac- 
count tho many exceptions, nor do they take into 
account the way In Which one makes hia grades at 
college. ' . 

There aro two types of people who make good 
grades, the naturally bright, who need not study 
much nor apply themselves particularly to tho job 
at hand, and the ones who havo to dig to get the 
grades. The latter type are probably the best fitted 
to go, out in industry, for they have to work to get 
their grades, and as a consequence, the fundamchta'Is' 
and tho important points are Avell fitted into the 
niches of their minds. The naturally bright man, 
either by accident or birth or freak of nature, grasps 
an Idea often for a short period of time, losing It 
soon afterward. Perhaps that Is one reason why in- 
fant prodigies so often failln life. 

Admitted that grades do play a huge part in 
fashioning one's , success, Just how far should ono 
go to mako these excellent marks? A person can 
surely do no better than his best. He can exert no 
further effort after he has given his all. If his best 
is good enough to clinch the problem at the outset, 
then he is set. Perhaps he will not land the best 
position at the outset, but if he continues in the 
same way, he will be slated to rise high. 

One cannot, in this connection, forget the other 
side of his life, the moral, social and physical. Per- 
haps titey are just as Important as the mental, al- 
though a high mentality goes a long way. Bealising 
these figures, a man on hie toes will not shirk his 
work, but will give of his best, for It means much to 
him.

The Jews, wbllo owning only 20% 
ot tho land In Palestine paid 60Ç 
of tho taxes, llenco It, was unfair 
to expect them to pay three times 
as much as they should, without per- 
muting them to purchase moro land, 
he claimed.
